Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claims 1 and 16, the closest prior art of record, Ginter U.S. Patent 
5,910,987A[Ginter], Weber U.S. Patent 6,167,378[Weber], and Dedrick U.S. Patent 
6,016,509A[Dedrick] taken either individually or in combination with other prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest that when a user requests content programming from a 
provider, the request is intercepted by a third party, the third party appends information 
to the request and sends the request to the provider, the provider transmit the 
requested content back to the user which is intercepted by the third party to determine if 
there is appended information from the third party in the information being transmitted 
back to the user and if there is, permitting the user to receive the requested information. 

The specific allowable feature, which distinguishes the present invention over the 
prior art is the third party intercepting the request from the user, appending the request 
and then, intercepting the information returning back to the user to determine if the third 
party information is with the provider's information to decide if the information complies 
with the third parties parameters. 

Claims 2-15 and 17-23 are respectively dependent upon Claims 1 and 16 and 
thus have all the limitations of claims 1 and 16 and are allowable for that reason.
